more than 2,000 engineers ran past

that.the engineer is, being 'trained to 
closer regard for signals, and that the 
modern system of signaling has fa'clli- 
tated this, training. 


.On the railroad automatic telegraph 


block and interlocking switch and sig- 
nal systems .are used. Automatic sig- 
nals are controlled by the train, and 
human agency has nothing to do with 
their operation. The telegraph block 
signal system and 
the 
interlocking 


switch and signal system each require 
an operator to manipulate. The auto- 
matic signal does not require an at- 
tendant.
